FRANCE. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times says that the 
Papal Nuncio delivered to the Foreign Office as custo- 
mary «4 draughtof what he intended to say on New Year's 
Day. He submitted not only a first, but a second draught, 
and ultimately his speech was comprised in less than 
four lines of the Moniteur. It is said that he wished to 
give a few hints about the condition of the Roman 
States, and the Romagna in particular, to the “ Eldest 
Son of the Church,” &c. His address is one of the most 
laconic in the congratulatory style on record. 

There is some discussion at Paris whether the reference 
in the Emperor’s reply to recognised rights referred to 
the Prince’s reserve at Villafranca, but itisargued that

A policeman happened tube near him, to 
whom he applied for protection, but,instead of receiving 
it, he was collared, and nearly strangled by the man to 
whom he naturally looked for safety, and was marched 
off, under pretence of being taking to the police-office ; 
but on second thought he was only brought a short dis- 
tance, and then allowed to go about his business; which

Feb. 1.—£6,000,000 Austrian 5 per cents., at 80. 
Only asmall proportion subscribed. 

April 21.—£5,077,000 Indian 4 per cent. Debentures 
at 95, and upward. This loan was intended to be for 
£7 ,000,000, but the biddings at and above the minimum 
reached only £5,077,000. 

Aug. 12.—£12,000,000 Russian 3 per cents., at 665 
stated to have been fully subscribed here, and on the 
Continent, but swbsequently believed to have been 
taken only to the extent of a half or two-thirds, 
Russian officials having nominally subscribed for the 
remainder. 

Aug. 23.—£5,000,000 Indian 5 per cent. Stock, at 
97. andjupward. For this loan there was a large excess 
of applications. 

Oct. 25.—£423,000 Victoria 6 per cent. Railway 
Debentures, at 108, and upwards. In addition to this 
issue about £500,000 is believel to have been sold at 
‘an interval by private contract. 

Dec. 5.—£620,000 Turkish 6 per cents., 62}. 

During the year France has raised a home loan of 
£20,000,000 in 3 per cents., nominally at 60}, but, 
reckoning allowances, at 594. Austria, also, has raised 
£20,000,000 at Vienna,and £7,000,000 in Lombardy, 
besides resorting to a surreptitious issue of 12,000,000 
at Vienna. Prussia issued £4,500,000 5 per cents. at 
95, and the various minor German Powers came 
forward for small amounts. Sardinia obtained

The ground-floor of the two other sides of the paral- 
lelogram is fitted up as a coach-house, harness rooms, 
and other offices. In the coach-house on the east side, 


and on the west side 50 of different kinds. Over these 
ground floors are apartments for the grooms, postilions, 
stable boys, and other persons connected with the depart - 
ment. All the carriages are handsome, but the most 
elegant is the grand state one, which is magnificent. 
The body is almost entirely composed of the finest 
plate glass; it is lined with rich white satin, 
covered with gold bees, and the straps and cords are in 
gold lace. ‘The border round the roofof the carriage is in 
bronze, finely chased and richly gilt, and forms ciphers and 
crowns mixed with laurel and oak leaves: a gilt eagle 
is at each corner. ‘The wheels and every other part of 
the carriage are of equal magnificence and in perfect 
keeping with the body. This carriage cost 90,000f. 
It was used at the coronation of Charles X., and the 
repairs ot it alone cost 30,000f. This carriage is com- 
pletely gilt in every part. On the panels of the 
doors are the arms of the dynasty, surmounted by 
the crown, and surrounded by the Cordon af the Legion 
of Honour. The panels are ornamented with symbolical 
figures. The paintings were all executed by Isabey. The 
totai weight of this carriage exceeds 6,500 kilogrammes. 

“The service of the Royal stables was always consi- 
dered as one of the greatest importance under the old 
monarchies, and required much technical aptitude and 
knowledge. General Fleury, who is now at the head of 
this department, was selected from this circumstance by 
the Emperor. The 4mperial stud altogether is composed 
of from 300 to 320 horses—saddle, carriage, and post 
horses, and they are now distributed in five different es- 
tablishments—ot the Louvre, the Tuileries, the Rue 
Montaigne, Rue de Monteaux, and St. Cloud. The ac- 
tive service is at the Louvre, and the private one at the 
Tuileries. At the Rue Montaigne are the saddle horses 
of the Empress, as well as a number of car- 
riage horses. Saddle and carriage horses are 
clso kept in the Rue Monceaux, and the infir- 
mary is also established there. At St. Cloud, 60 horses 
for different persons are always kept. The horses 
required to be turned out to grass are sent to Meudon ; 
the breeding-studis at Villeneuve-l’Etang. The saddle 
horses are all English, and those for carriages English 
and Norman, and the posting-horses are Norman. The 
carriages, 180 innumber, are kept at the Louvre, the 
Tuileries,amd in the Rue Montaigne. The state car- 
riages are at Trianon. ‘The new stables, which are to 
be built on the Quai d’Orsay, facing the the Pont d’Alma, 
will be capable of receiving 300 horses, and will contain 
those of the Empress, the Prince Imperial, and the re- 
serve of his Majesty. The stables of the Louvre, which 
were begun by M. Visconti, were completed by M. 
Lefuel. The number of men employed as coachmen, 
grooms, &c., exceeds 300. The most perfect order 
and strictly military presision prevail inevery part, and 
excite the admiration of every one competent to form 
n opinion on the subject.

Deportation or Pavurers.—During the last’ four 
or five weeks, Captain M‘Bride has relieved the follow- 
ing deported paupers and other poor persons :—Novem- 
ber 30th—Catherine Geoghegan and her three children 
were sent here by the paruchial authorities of Northum- 
berland, in England, The poor woman states that she 
was eleven years in England, four years and three 
months of that time in one parish ; that her husband 
died there after a residence of nineteen years, and that 
on his death she was put out of her house. She then 
went to an adjoining parish, where she got some relief 
from the authorities, who sent her in charge of an officer 
to Whitehaven. The officer, according to her statement, 
was to go with her to the county Mayo, and was to give her 
two guineas on her arrival there. She says he placed 
her on board the steamer for Belfast, and left her. She 
left the steamer, and went in search of him to get him to 
fulfil his engagement, but she could not find him, and 
in the meantime the steamer sailed, leaving her and her 
children without food or shelter in the streets of White- 
haven. The police, seeing her distress, sent her and the 
children to lodgings for the night, and for which they 
“paid out oftheir own money. She was then sent tothe 
Union Poorhouse, where she remained one week, till the 
return of the steamer, when she was sent to Belfast. 
Captain M‘Bride sent her and the children to lodgings 
for one night, and then sent them to the Union 
Workhouse, where they remained a fortnight, after 
which ‘they were sent back to Northumberland by 
him. December 13th—Sarah Miller, fifty years of age, 
a native of Belfast, was sent here by the authorities 
of Newcastle-on-Tyne. She was thirty years in 
England ani Scotland. She was sent to the Union 
Workhouse, after receiving the necessary attention. Mary 
Hopkins, twenty-three years of age, and ber infant child, 
were sent here by the authorities of Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
The poor woman is a native of Mayo, and has been 
twelve years in England. They were put to lodgings 
for one night, and then sent to the workhouse, where 
they remained for five nights. Captain M'Bride kept 
them at lodgings for ten nights, and then sent them to 
SI go, on the way to where the woman belongs. On 
the 14th December, Patrick Conway, a poor cripple, was 
landed from the Glasgow steamer, without money or 
friends. Captain M‘Bride gave him refreshment, and 
sent him to the Union Hospital, and when he recovers 
will send him home to Newry.— Belfast News-Letter.

In another article of the same number of the 
Revue Contemporaine, on the war between Spain 
and Morocco, I find the following rational and im- 
partial opinion on the interests of England in this 
affair :-— 

“ Perhaps people in France have not clearly under- 
stood the gravity of this question, and what importance 
England ought to attach to a solution in conformity with 
these interests. Gibraltar is the first link of the chain 
which binds the metropolis to the great Indias—the 
starting point of that train of English earth which by a 
gigantic naval and maritime way by Malta, Candia, 
Cortu, Suez, Perim, and the stations of the Indian Ocean 
attaches the extremities of the British empire. Clearly, 
England could not at any cost suffer a European Power 
to establish itself on the other side of the Strait, so as 
to command, andj'consequently destroy, the strength of 
Gibraltar, That\‘line once interrupted, the British em- 
pirg would not be broken, but it would be exposed to 
much danger; and wifo shall venture to say that, in the 
present state of the world, it would not be a catastrophe 
for civilisation? In matters of this kind we must dis- 
miss all narrow views, and even get rid, to a certain de- 
gree, of the most legitimate pride,in order to regard the 
superior good of nations. We must have the courage 
to ask ourselves whether a momentary tenderness about 
certain national susceptibilities should be placed in the 
balance against the good which mankind at large must 
derive from their sacrifice.” x 
. A private letter from Konigsberg, in Prussia, states 
that the lifeboat recently sent to Dantzic by the 
Prussian Government gives much satisfaction. The 
boat in question is on the plan of the Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution. The Konigsberg Harbour Com- 
missioners have applied to the builders (Messrs. Forrest, 
of Lgmehouse, London) for estimates fur constructing 
two lifeboats on the same design, the efficiency of which 
has been proved on the shores of several counties. It 
is stated that the boats of the Koyal National Institu- 
tion have, during the stormy weather of the year that 
has just closed, been instrumental in saving nearly 200 
shipwrecked sailors. It would be well to be able to re- 
port at no distaat period a similar satisfactory state of 
things on the coast of France, with its 900 miles of lee 
shore, and furnished with hardly any means to save 
life in cases of shipwreck. 

The usual levee was held at the Palace of the 
Tuileries to-day, the first of the new year. People were 
naturally curious to know whether some scene like that 
which marked the first day of 1859 would be enacted. 
If the feeling which manifested itself in the French press 
a month or six weeks ago had still kept its bitterness. 
doubtless we should have waited for this day with in- 
tense impatience, and a hundred eyes would have been 
strained to detect the expression of the Imperial 
countenance when it came to the British Ambassador’s 
turn to beaddressed. Fortunately, however, all appre- 
hensions of our representative being the unwilling in- 
terlocutor in such a scene had long passed away. 
Still people were curious about this ceremony, 
which is at once the torture of the glory of the 
Court hangers-on, and the curiosity now attached 
to the Papal Nuncio. Etiquette allows the Nuncio 
on such occasions to be spokesman for the Diplo- 
matic Body; and many who know little, and care 
less, for Monsignor Sacchoni, were anxious to know 
how he should act a part which would puzzle a clever 
man in circumstances like the present. I hear, however, 
that everything passed off pretty much as usual. The 
Nuncio pronounced the same set phrases, the same faded 
compliments, the same commonplace wishes. The 
Emperor replied with characteristic tranquillity ; he was 
happy to receive the compliments of the representatives 
of foreign Governments, and he seized the present 
ocoasíon of repeating that he felt always the same 
report for recognised rights ; and that Europe ought to 
be persuaded that he would employ all his efforts to 
maintain confidence and peace. 

This, I am told, was the sense or substance of the 
Emperor's few remarks. 

The end of the present month is now said to be 
the period for the meeting of Congress. The day is 
not specified. — 
FRENCH OPINIONS. 

M. Prevost Paradol publishes an able and witty article 
on the Pope and Congress pamphlet in the Courter du 
Dimanche. Some extracts from it will be read with in- 
terest :— 

“What we cannot conceal from ourselves is that the 
author is a Catholic, and such a sincere and fervent Ca- 
tholic, his defotion is marked with so much tenderness, 
that we foresaw from the first lines of his pamphlet that 
he had something sinister in store for the Po When 
Gulliver relates how he was condemned by the King of 
the Lilliputians, and how his sentence was being hawked 
about the streets, he adds, that from the very first words 
the people knew it was all over with him, as the preamble 
of the seutence indulged in unmeasured praise of the 
clemency of the monarch, and that was the usual for- 
mula which preceded the most terrible condemnations. 
The history of our country proves that those of our 
kings who have been most formidable against the Holy 
Sce were at the same time very zealous Catholics, and, 
in point of fact, it is requisite to be, or at least to appear, 
avery staunch Catholic to be more so than the Pope 
himself.” 

M. Paradol proceeds to give an analysis of the pam- 
phiet, from which he infers that [the author of the said 
pamphlet acknowledges the Papacy to be an evil, but a 
n-cessary evil which it is sufficient to restrict within the 
narrowest limits, In the interest of Catholic nations 
and of the aay 4 of their supreme Pontiff the bad go- 
vernment from Which it is thought expedient to free the 
Romagnas is allowed to prevail in Rome. M. Paradol 
proceeds as follows: — 

“ According to the epee the question is therefore 
definitively settled. me cannot escape her fate (says 

the author, in a kind of ex-cathedra style) ; it is the sen- 
‘tence of civilisation, of history, of God himsclf. Is it so 
very sure that the question is scttled? Yes, but onl 
i , without which nothing can be done. It 
dr this, that Rome accept that singular sentence, that 
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a concordat with Rome was to secure the support ofthe 
Church, and she now discovers that the pillar on which 
she expected to be able to lean is so much decayed that 
it is nodding to its fall. It is generally believed

KING VICTOR EMMANUEL. 

The Milan correspondent of the 7 ime? gives a report 
that Count Cavour will resume office as first Minister, 
as well as take part part in the Congress, and adds :— 

“ But if the Italians will probably have to do without 
this hoped-for gift, they may be agreeably surprised by 
the return of Garibaldi to service. The gallant General 
has not yet been able to move from Fino, but he has 
been called to Turin for the 28th by special oider of the 
King. If the interview which‘is to take place should lead 
to the desired result, and Garibaldi be placed again in 
command, it would contribute more that anything else 
to revive the Italian mevement. It would be the best 
pledge that the fatal charm had been broken, and that 
the Italian movement had entered again on a healthy 
phase. 

“ And this will be the personal work of the King. 
The Constitution places him beyond reas i; and 
this was the cause that he played in the eyes of Europe 
a secondary part in the Italian movement, and yet 
nothing can be more wrong. He is the heart—the 
centre of the whole Italian movement, and a popular 
instinc®\ has divined ir. Althongh not what is com- 
monly c a politician, he centres in himself, as it 
were, tkeCause. Neither Cavour nor any one else could 
have done anything had it not been for the firm resolu- 
tion of Victor Emmanuel to sacrifice everything to the 
service of the cause. It was this which overcame all 
difficulties, and which placed him as a model for all 
Italians. It was in him that people trusted in 
these latter times, for they knew his heart and sincerity. 

“It seems that they have not trusted in vain. It was 
to his will that they owe the nomination of Cavour, and 
he now calls Garibaldi from his place of retirement. If 
the first will do a good deal to check Mazzinian 
agitation, the second will infuse new spirit into the 


people.’ —

The following letter from Garibaldi suggests the or- 
ganisationof a national militiain Italy. It is dated 
“Fino, Dec. 18,” and is addressed to the Deputy 
Maltnchini :—“ Exert,” he says, “all the influence of 
your patriotic word towards the increase of the National 
Guard ; let it become an addition to or reserve for the 
army ; and if the law by which it was originally organ- 
ised is insufficient, let the law be stretched to the full 
extent of our present want. 

“ First, we must have its numbers increased as much 
as possible. 

“ Secondly, it must be divided igto three categories :'— 
the sedentary , or veteran militia, consisting of old men 
destined to the service of the towns; the active militia, 
which might do duty in the environs of the towns, could 
garrison fortresses, &c.; and mobile, or movable militia 
to whom all those men should belong who, without being 
actual soldiers, might be capable of taking the field with 
the regular troops in case of need. This third category 
should immediately embrace all the numerous officers 
and soldiers who for any other but a dishonourablc 
motive, happen to be now out of employment. 

“The men of the third category should receive, if they 
need it, some subsidy or indemnity, which ought, 
however, to be something very different’ from a 
regular pay or stipend. Patriotism would easily 
put up with the modicity of such a subsidy. I have 
myself served the popular cause in America for a period 
of.14 years without any remuneration whatever. There 
can, you know, be no luck of men to offer their free ser- 
vices to their own country. 

“ It would not be difficult, out of select nationa! mili- 
tia, to form corps of mounted Guides, as we managed 
in the late war, such light skirmishers being found 
greatly more useful than any expensive and unwieldy 
regular cavalry—at least for all the purposes of Ita- 
lian warfare. The Zouaves and the Hunters of the Alps 
have very lately shown that it is quite possible to fignt 
very excellently without being choked by a stock or 
stifled with tight lacing. i 

“ A national armament, such as I conceive it, would 
just suit the highly patriotic soul of Ricasoli; and if he 
makes himself the promoter of it. there will be no man 
unwilling to help, applaud, and imitate it. Do that, 
my dear friends, and I assure you God and the Congress 
will then be with us.

The following letter has been addressed by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer to Mr. Campbell :— 

“ Downing-street, Dec. 5, 1859. 

“ My dear sir,—If I rightly understand your letters 
of the 30th and 2nd, you have not failed yourself to per- 
ceive that there are reasons which must prevent the 
Government, at the present moment, from entertaining 
any proposal for the employment of the Great Eastern. 
Among these reasons are the intention to propose the 
renewal of the select committee on subsidies, the gene- 
ral duty of the Government to avoid anticipating the 
judg ment, or fettering the hands of Parliament, in a 
matter which it has taken under special consideration 
the heavy demands from other sources uj on the Trea- 
sury ; and, lastly, the as yet incomplete condition, ac- 
cording to documents in the public journals, of the 
Great Ship herself. The questions, what are the claims 
of the old ocean route compared with that by the Medi- 
terranean, and again with the Isthmus of Panama, de- 
serve a more open and careful inquiry than can well be 
undertaken by a Minister or a department in the course 
of its ordinary duties. I hope they will receive this full 
examination at the hands ofthe committee. You ask 
for an assurance that no new fixed subsidy shall be 
given for Indian or for Australian service, until the result 
of the Great Eastern voyage shall have determined cer- 
tain questions. My answer is that it is the desire, and 
so far as it depends upon them, the intention of the Go- 
vernment, to avoid all engagements which might em- 
barrass and prejudge the future, until they themselves, 
and until Parliament shall be in a conditIon to take a 
comprehensive view of the whole subject as to routes , 
as to cost, and the mode of meeting it, as to the proper 
object of subsidy from the Government, and as to its 
effect upon the competing enterprise of pivate parties, 
and upon the mastery of difficulties and improvement of 
steam navigation.—I remain, my dear sir, faithfully 
yours, (Signed) “ W. E. GLApsToNE.

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all imperial questions from the same point of view as 
ourselves. Mr. Cardwell was not sanguine as to our 
getting rid ofthe Income Tax. On the question of Re- 
form, he said that if the bill were a firm, judicious, and 
righteous measure, it would receive an amount of ge- 
neral support, very different from the excitement and 
strife which marked the advent of the first Reform Bill. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Mr. Gilbert retired from the position of general man- 
ager of the London and Westminster Bank, which he 
has held since 1834. He will be recommended to a seat 
in the direction at the next meeting. 

According to atelegram from Cadiz, the total export 
of sherry for the past year has reached 45,919 butts, 
against 28,729 in 1858, and 50,707 in 1857. . 

The Times notices in a leader, the change of tone 
which some ofthe Irish papers have undergone, in speak- 
ing of the Emperor of France. A little while ago when 
the Emperor was believed to be hostile to England, he 
was their idol, but the post of the deliverer of Ireland, 
an‘ the chastiser of England, is once more vacant, 

The publication of the official papers on the Princess 
Royal took place at the sole instigation of Admiral Row- 
ley, and he at the same time tendered his resignation, in 
case the Admiralty disapproved the step. The

Tue Ixcome Tax IN [RELANpD.—The Government 
has directed an important change in the mode of collect- 
ing the income tax in this portion of the United 
Kingdom. From the Ist of April next the offices in 
D’Olier-street, in this city, will be given up, and the 
whole staff discontinued, in order that the assessment 
and collection of income tax shall be transferred to the 
department of inland revegue, under the superintendence 
of the collector of excise.
